treatment with ice-water tho case has 
attracted wide-spread attention among 
both physician* and tho public, and it is 
conceded that should this method stand 
the tost of repeated trials yellow fever 
will be deprived of half its terrors. The 
President of tbe Board of Health to-day 
stated that tho epidemic has not reach- 
ed itti climax. The announcement at 
12*a. of 274 new cases was followed in 
the afternoon by reports of a rapid in- 
crease of the disease in both tho front 
and rear of the city. The beat account*, 
however, come of the condition of pa- 
tients under the care of the Howards 
and Young Men's Christian Association. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the 
poorest of those thus succored receive 
as careful nursing and as judicious treat- 
ment as the most fortunate, and the 
present low death rate among this class 
clearly demonstrates the fact. As each 
day passes the plan of relief is becom- 
ing more systematized. The entire city 
is divided into districts, each of which 
is in charge of a committee. It i* the 
duty of these members to visit every 
patient receiving relief at least once H 
day, and in critical cones as many times 
as necessary. Total deaths to C p. m., 
including to-day's report, sixty-eight. 
The Peaoody Association will combine 
with the Howard* and Christians, sup- 
plying food from the depot upon their 
requisition. The Ladies Physiological 
Society has undertaken to investigate 
the distress among the better class, and 
will furnish information to the other so- 
cieties.
